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Junction of Americans and 
Russians Great Moment, But 
It's Not End of the War 


By DeWITT MacKENZIE 
Associated Press War Analyst 
Shortlv after the historic junction 


of the Allied forces in 
Germany 


Was announced in the capitals of 
the Big Three, a keen follower of 
the war news remarked cheerily to 
your columnist: "Well, this 
looks 
like the end." 
Unfortunately that's a wrong con- 


clusion, and one which can lead to 
much disappointment. This joining 
up of the westerh Allies and the 
Red Army'is 
a great moment 


which certainly will register on Al- 
lied and enemy minds alike as sig- 
nalling an early victory — but it 
isn't the end of the war. 
True, if we had the luck to cap- 
ture or kill Hitler, that might re- 
sult in a collapse of his .followers. 
But barring this, the indications are 
that we must keep on until the re- 
maining German pockets of resist- 
ance— the North Sea ports. Den- 
Vmark, Holland, 
Norway, Killer's 


Alpine fortress— have been cleared 
out by hard fighting. 
As the Allies proceed with the 
kill we shall. I believe, see a start- 
ling transformation 9f the 
great 


fighting fronts to which we've be- 
come so used to that they seem 
part of our maps. This change will 
be worth watching, because it will 
be most unusual and indeed it isn't 
unique. 


Ever since the war started the 
interminably long Russian battle 
line has run from north to south, 
facing the Germans. These 
lines 
have surged back and forth, but al- 
ways they have been more or less 
perpendicular. Similarly, since the 
Western Allies reached the Rhen 
ish theatre, the fronts have 
run 
north and south — perpendicular. 


Now see what happens. The junc- 
tion of the Allies in the heart of Ger- 
many has severed the perpendicu- 
lar Hitlerite front. The perpendicu- 
lar Allied fronts are now reforming 
into two approximately horizontal 
fronts, one facing north and 
the 
other south, with Czechoslovakia 
surrounded. Each will be half Rus- 
sian and half Western Allies. The 
northern front 
will 
proceed 
up 
towards the sea. The southern front 
will sweep down against Hitler's re- 
doubt in the Alps. 
The two most important immedi- 
ate objectives naturally 
are 
the 
capture of Berlin and the spiking 
of the Nazi guns in the Alpine re- 
treat. The military value of Berlin 
already has been nullified, for while 
some half million fanatical Nazi 
troops continue to battle fiercely in 
the center of the capital, the Rus- 
sians have them surrounded and 
all communications thus are sev- 
ered. However, the 
psychologica 
value of Berlin is immense, for its 
fall cannot but be a terrific blow to 
German morale 
throughout 
the
